Coldwell Says 
C.C.F. to End 
Poverty, Want 


TORONTO, Feb. 5.—(CP)—M. 
J, Coldwell, C.C.F. leader, said 
In an address last night the C.C.F. 
believes its program will enable 
more people to own more pro- 
perty and, rather than restricting 
individual initiative, will free 
them “from the regimentation of 
poverty or want.” 

In an address prepared for de- 
livery to the Workers’ Educational 
Association of Canada, Mr. Cold- 
well said farmers and labor are 
being “exploited by powerful or- 
ganizations and speculative inter- 
ests.” 


ATTACKS PACKERS 

Through the consolidation of 
packing interests, the farmer is at 
the mercy of the dominant packing 
company, Canada Packers Ltd., Mr. 
Coldwell said. This company had 
200,000 shares of stock with a stated 
value of $1,438,284 or $7.19 a share. 
On this share capital, it paid divi- 
dends of $3 a share annually—a 
rate of more than 41 -per*cent— 
from 1935 to 1939.64 during 1939 
and 1940 and $3.504n 1941. 

“By the end of 1940, Cada 
Packers had a total surplus account 
gf $8,106,942 on a total capital stock 
of $1,438,284,” said Mr. Coldwell.

Surprise Blow Bags 
Eighty Jap Planes 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, 
Southwest Pacific, Feb. 5—(AP)— 
Eighty Japanese planes were de- 
stroyed by Allied airmen in a 
heavy raid on the Japanese base at 
Wewak, New Guinea, headquarters 
announced today. 

Apparently the Japanese air 
force was caught by surprise. 

Seventy-two enemy planes were 
caught grounded and destroyed. 
Eight were shot down, 

Wewek is the major air and sup- 
ply base for the entire Japanese 

defences in the northeastern New 
Guinea sector. It was last reported 
hit Jan. 23 when Allied airmen 
knocked down and destroyed from 
33 to 45 Japanese planes. 

A total of 200 tons of bombs was 
poured into the Wewak defences— 
the heaviest raid on that re- 
inforced base since the Pacific war 
began.

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Jet Plane Not. 
Soon to Oust 
Present Craft 


LONDON, Feb. 5.—(CP)—Brit- 
ish aeronautical experts have put 
a damper on the enthusiastic 
wishful thinking that the jet-pro- 
pelled airplane will take the place 
of all propeller-equipped ma- 
chines in the near future. 

The use of the new machine in 
the war against Germany has 
been pretty well ruled out. The 
war is expected to be finished 
by the time sufficient jet-propel- 
led planes are in production. 

But the statement of an Ameri- 
can officer that the new plane 
will be a “priceless asset for the 
American Navy's carrier - based 
operations against Japan” is echo- 
ed here in somewhat more cau- 
tious estimates that it will be a 
factor in the Far Eastern war. 

Commercially, the jet-propelled 
plane is said here to be between 
five and 10 years from existence.

Loyal Edmonton Regiment Take 
Five Prisoners in Darkened Room

WITH THE CANADIAN 
FORCES IN ITALY, Feb. 5.— 
(CP)—Five of the few pris- 
oners who surrendered in Or- 
tona were rounded up in a 
darkened room by Ptes, C. G. 
Rattray, Lavoy, Alta., T. M. 
Starke, Fairview, Alta., and 
a Galloway, Cumberland, 


Rattray is one of The Loya! Ed- 
monton Regiment's best known 
riflemen.. When his company had 
8 period in reserve during the Or- 
tona battle, he joined the Sea- 
forth Highlanders so he could 
keep on fighting. 

On one occasion, a section under 
Sgt. Bill Purvis, Grande Prairie 
Alta. was attacked point blank by 


a German anti-tank gun. Rattray, 
who was in this section, and Purvis 
were bowled over by the blast. 

Major Jim Stone, Peace River, 
Alta, the company commander, 
heaved a grenade at the gun bit it 
struck the shield, bounced back and 
knocked Purvis over on his heels 
again, The section eventually sil- 
enced the gun. 

STONE IS “MAD MAJOR” 

Another Ortona story involving 
Stone dealt with the time three 
Edmontons were wounded in a 
house. Under cover of smoke and 
without weapons, the company com- 
mander and some stretcher hearers 
went out to get them. 

The Germans didn't fire but a 
Canadian tank, whose crew did not 
know the house had been captured, 
opened up. It stopped only after 
an Edmonton soldier smashed his 


rifle over the turret, covered one 
sight with his tin hat and the other 
with his battle-dress tunic. 

Stone was always in the thick 
of the Ortona fighting and won 
the title of “the Mad Major.” 
Stone entered the Moro Valley 

battle as a captain and was pro- 
moted major in the field. Earlier 
in the war he was in the ranks and 
was company sergeant major of the 
force which went to Spitsbergen.

LONDON, Feb. 5. — Premier 
Josef Stalin announced that the 
Red Army has captured Rovno 
and Luck, key railroad towns in 
pre-war Poland, the evacuation of 
which the Nazis reported two 
days ago. 

Also reported by Stalin in an 
order of the day was the capture 
of Zdolbunov, rail junction seven 
miles south of Rovno. 


MOSCOW, Feb, 5.—(AP)— 
Major decisions were being won 
all along the Russian front today 
with the onslaught against Hit- 
ler’s battered armies continuing 
full swing from the Baltic to the 
middle Ukraine. 

Gen. Leonid A. Govorov’s Lenin- 
grad army had reached the mouth 
of the Narova river, nine miles in- 
side the border of Estonia on the 
coast of the Gulf of Finland. and 
had advanced to Lake Peipus, 36 
miles to the south, thereby sealing 
the land gap which forms the gate- 
way to the Baltic. 

The Narova river running across 
this bottleneck parallel to the 
border offered the Germans a 
natural defence line, however, and 
there was no information yet as to 
whether the railway and highway 
running parallel to the Gulf of 
Narva from > Reval (Tallinn) to 
Riga had been cut.

The Dun- 
kerque, a  26,500-ton battleship 
launched in 1935, was scuttled by 
the French navy when the Ger- 
mans occupied Toulon in Novem- 
ber, 1942, and was reported later 
to have been dismantled by the 
Germans.

STOCKHOLM, Feb. 5—(AP)— 
Two Russian submarines have been 
sighted in the Baltic sea southeast 
of Norrkorping, Sweden, where 
Russian submarines were active in 
1942, the Sydsvenska Dagbladet of 
Malmoe said yesterday. This area 
is off the Swedish east coast. Since 
the Russian drive along the Fin- 
nish Gulf began, the Swedish press 
has been speculating on the 
chances of the Red Fleet breaking 
into the Baltic to harass Axis ship- 
ping.

OTTAWA, Feb. 5.—(CP)—De- 
fence headquarters announced yes- 
terday extension to Aug. 1 of its 
restriction against the enlistment 
in the armed services of coal mine 
workers, unless permission is 
granted by a National Selective 
Service officer.

P, E. Wright (C.C.F., Melfort), a 
member of last year’s committee, 
said there was a mistaken impres- 
sion abroad that the committee was 
in favor of the health insurance 
bill last session. Actually the 
committee had not completed its 
study and had not expressed an 
opinion on it. 

The C.C.F. group believed any 
health insurance scheme should 
cover all persons and the prov- 

inces should not have the option 
of excluding any particular in- 
come group. Also, the medical 
services should be the same in 
all provinces and should comprise 
a complete health service, free to 
all, 

Mr. King also moved for appoint- 
ment of a committee on recon- 
struction and re-establishment, and 
this motion, too, was adopted, 


DEBATE ON REPORTS 


Mr. Graydon said the government 
should arrange for committee re- 
ports to be debated before the end 
of the session.

Plan “Best Use” 
Of Freight Cars 


MONTREAL, Feb. 5—(CP)—The 
national advisory committee on car- 
loadings met here yesterday under 
the chairmanship of transport con- 
troller T. C, Lockwood and drafted 
plans for “making the best possi- 
ble use of all railway equipment.” 

A report presented at the meet- 
ing indicated that Canadian rail- 
ways loaded about 100,000,000 
tons of revenue freight in 3,452,- 
000 cars, for a heavier loading 
per car than in 1942, when 91,- 
684,000 tons were loaded in 
3,388,000 cars.

Senator Davies said he was un- 
able to understand the necessity 
of the government's proposal to 
establish an industrial bank to 
aid industry in converting to 
peacetime conditions. He said he 
was suspicious of government 
benks and loan companies where 
political influence might be ex- 
erted and felt the chartered 
banks were well able to take care 
of business. 


“If small businesses are to sur- 
vive, there has got to be a very de-| 
firite reduction of the excess pro- 
fits tax—if it is not taken off al- 
together,” Senator Davies said. 


MUST END AFTER WAR 

The excess profits tax should cer- 
tainly be removed immediately af- 
ter the war and necessary money 
levied through corporation taxes 
which would provide a fairer basis.

The hous¢ approved motions ap- 
pointing committees on social se- 
{eurity and reconstruction to con-

| tees last year. 

Mr. Diefenbaker said Gen. Mc- 
Naughton, as “the architect of 
Canadian Army efficiency,” 
should be allowed to appear be- 
fore the house in secret session 
“and let us know whether or not 
the ideas that are too frequently 
being bandied about in the Do- 
minion today have any founda- 
tion in fact or in substance.” 

The Saskatchewan member said 
he believed there should be closer 
co-operation with other parts of the 
empire.

CRITICIZES HOME ARMY 

Men who were farmers still were 
being called to compulsory military 
service for duty in Canada only. 
This home-defence force cost from 
$150,000,000 to $175,000,000 a year. 

“There ‘are manpower shortages 
|in the key industries and yet the 
|garrison army remains,” said Mr. 
Diefenbaker. “Can it be said any 
longer that the policy in effect 
makes for efficiency in the utiliza- 
tion of the manpower resources?” 

The call-up for compulsory 
military service did not represent 
an even distribution. In every 
military district of Canada ex- 
cept No. § (Quebec), there had 
been an increase of from 18 to 20 
per cent in the male population 
available for service in the 18-to- 
45 years class when compared 
with the number available in the 
19-to-45 class. 

“With every other military dis- 
trict showing an increase, No. 5 
Military District, taking in the 18- 
year-olds, shows that there are 300 
men less of the 18-to-45-year class 
than there were last year in the 19- 
to-45-year class,’ Mr. Diefenbaker 
| said. 
| Call-up figures showed that in 
Saskatchewan, with an enlistment 
/ record of 35.7 per cent, 60 per cent 
more were being called up than in 
provinces where voluntary enlist- 
ments were least. 


|RAPS SELECTIVE SERVICE 

| Mr. Diefenbaker said selective 
service sent an electrician from 
Montreal to Drumheller, Alta. to 
work in the mines but that he was 
the wrong kind of electrician, He 
was told to proceed to Flin Flon, 
|Man., stopping off at Prince Albert, 
| Sask., for instructions. After 2% 
months he was still at Prince Al- 
bert and no selective service of- 
ficer would take any responsibil- 
ity. Men had been shifted off their 
own farms and sent to farms 350 
miles away. 

The time had come not only 
for reorganization of selective 
service but for a change in its 
personnel so such blunders 
would not occur, said Mr. Dief- 
| enbaker.

URGES HOME LEAVES

Mr. Diefenbaker said he welcom- 
ed the assurance of floor prices for 
farm products but wanted to know 
the level. He also asked what steps 
were contemplated to make the 
floor effective after the war.

der the constitution, the federal | 
parliament had no power to fix | 
prices in peacetime, he said. 

Mr. Fair said packers had taken 
advantage of recent gluts on the 
hog market and pocketed millions 
of dollars that rightfully belonged 
to the producers. Farmers were 
not satisfied with prices received 
for cattle. They should have the 
protection of a floor price like 
that granted a packer for beef 
placed in storage. 

Grants to assist education should 
be made to the provinces.

NO HASTY LEGISLATION 

Dr. McGarry said there should be 
no hasty legislation on matters like 
health insurance without the re- 
moval of constitutional hurdles in 
the way.

business with the government 
there was no information, Mr. 
Noseworthy said. 

An advertising agency had re- 
ceived two government contracts 
for $50,000 each to advertise canned 
lobster shortly before all supplies 
went off the shelves. The same 
firm had a “dollar-a-year” man in 
the fisheries department. 

More adequate means of safe- 
guarding the public interest in 
these things was required than a 
war expenditures committee meet- 
ing behind closed doors and over- 
loaded with government supporters, 
said Mr. Noseworthy. 


Coal Production 
Drops in Britain 


LONDON, Feb. 5—(CP)—Labor 
disputes and transport difficulties 
cost Britain 45,700 tons of coal 
weekly during the four weeks end- 
ed Jan, 22, the ministry of fuel and 
| Power announced last night. 
| With unrest in the coal fields 
resulting from establishment of 

National minimum wages, loss 
from flash strikes averaged 14,200 
tons weekly, while the strain on 
railroads and the handicaps of 
blackout and epidemics slowed 
the movement and reduced the 
production average to 31,500 tons 
weekly, 

During four weeks the output 
averaged 3,495,500 tons a week— 
167,100 tons less than the previous 
four-week period. One reason for 
the slump. however, was two holi- 
day's, Christmas and New Year's, 
in the last period. 

The weekly minimum for experi- 
enced workers is £5 (about $22.50) 
for underground work and {4 10s 
for surface work.

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The Unexpected Happens 


Fears were expressed not long ago that 
unemployment would become serious in 


Vancouver through the slowing down of: 


war industry. Instead, there is now re- 
ported to be a labor shortage there of “‘sev- 
eral thousand men”, with the season at 
hand when farming, fishing and canning 
will further increase the demand. 

Vancouver in this respect provides an 
example of what is likely to happen in most 
industrial centres as war work falls off. 
Vast as are the numbers now employed in 
war production, that is not the only branch 
of industry where labor is required in ab- 
normal volume. Civilian needs of a hun- 
dred kinds are under supplied. 

Properly directed, the shifting of labor 
from slackening war work to expanding 
civilian production should be accomplished 
with little time lost to those affected, 
except in cases where elaborate re-tooling 
is necessary to change war factories into 
peacetime producers. Given such direction, 
and willingness on the part of employees 
to accommodate themselves to the shifting 
that is inevitable, the readjustment may be 
made with a good deal less difficulty than 
is commonly anticipated. 


General McNaughton 


After four years under siege conditions 
in Britain, General McNaughton returned 
to Canada only to be put under siege by 
newsmen who were evidently bent on ex- 
tracting from him a statement that he had 
not resigned his command because of poor 
health but had been “fired” for political 
or other improper reasons, 

In response to invitations to “talk”, the 
General said: “I had a bad case of the ‘flu’, 
and for some time had been troubled with 
low blood pressure. I was really ill at the 
time of my resignation. I am now assured 
by the best specialists that there is nothing 
organically wrong with me at all. They 
advised me to rest and build up my blood 
pressure.” : 

Rest and building-up being what the 
General needs, the doctors might have 
done him better service if they had advised 
him to seek the curative conditions some- 
where else than in Canada, The supposed 
imminence of a general election here has 
created an atmosphere which may be any- 
thing but restful, unless he can turn aside 
the inquisitive scandal-hunter without rais- 
ing a temperature, 

General McNaughton is still a young 
man, relatively. Given the rest he requires, 
there will be plenty of opportunity for him 
to do useful and distinguished public serv- 
ice, whether in military affairs or in the 
direction of research activities—in which 
he was formerly employed. Making him 
a political foot-ball, which he evidently 
does not wish to become, would be no kind- 
ness to him and poor service to the 
country. 


~ 


More “Sanctions” Needed 


Spanish motorists are not driving their 
cars any more. Franco has ordered them 
off the roads to save gasoline. That does 
not look as though he intended to comply 
with the Allied demand that he stop help- 
ing Hitler. The inference is that he is 
willing to go on fighting the Allies from 
ambush at the expense of incurring what- 
ever handicaps a lack of gasoline may place 
upon Spanish industry. 

There are things Spain needs more 
than it needs oil. Foreign food supplies is 
one of them, It only gets these supplies 
because Allied blockade vessels have been 
ordered to let the food-ships pass. It will 
impose real hardship on the Spanish people 
if these supplies have to be cut off in order 
to bring their dictator to an honest regard 
for the obligations of neutrality. 

But consideration for his unfortunate 
subjects cannot be allowed to interfere if 
nothing short of this will make Franco stop 
sending supplies to Germany, call back his 
“blue” division from the Russian front, and 
release surrendered Italian ships which he 
is holding in Spanish ports. By these and 
some other means he is doing all he can 
to help Hitler kill Allied soldiers. 

If they have to make the unwelcome 
choice, the Allied leaders should protect 
their troops and hasten victory by stopping 
every cargo of food or other necessity they 
catch headed for a Spanish port, at the 
cost of whatever hardships may thus be 
imposed upon Spaniards. It rests with 
Franco as to whether this decision will 
have to be made. 


He Sees Defeat Coming 


Herr Hitler is desperately anxious to 
make a deal with the western Allies—any 
sort of a deal that would leave him a free 
hand to fight Russia. That is the signifi- 
cance of his speech on Sunday. Almost to 
the exclusion of all other matters, he 
Stressed the idea that if the Red army 
crashes through the eastern front and 
over-runs Germany, Russia will become 
master of Europe and a menace to Britain 
and the United States. These powers, he 
warned, would in that event have to fight 
Bolshevism on their own soil. 

If the Fuehrer still had hopes. to thus 
frighten its Allies into breaking with Russia 
and making terms with him, the hopes 
were speedily dampened, American bomb- 
ers blasted Brunswick and Hanover in 
“saturation” raids, while Sunday night 
British and Canadian bombers struck Ber- 
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lin one of the heaviest blows yet delivered. 
The answer to the oblique proposal of a 
truce was neither delayed nor ambiguous. 

One thing the speech makes clear is 
that Hitler is a frightened man. In particu- 
lar he is terrified at the thought of the re- 
tribution the Red army may exact for the 
savagery his forces perpetrated in Russia. 
And he does not pretend that the airkrieg 
and the attack through Italy are not body 
blows to the Reich, He would pay any price 
to have the bombing stopped, the fighting 
stalled in Italy, and further invasion plans 
called off. 

Short of announcing unconditional sur- 
render, the Fuehrer could hardly have 
given plainer proof that he sees defeat clos- 
ing in upon him. Even the stereotyped de- 

.clarations that Germany will be victorious 

lacked the customary fervor, and cannot 
have carried conviction to doubtful Ger- 
man minds. 


No Precedents Set 


It was Sunny Alberta during January, 
beyond a doubt, the sunniest in 25 years, 
so the meteorological records disclose. But, 
believe it or not, it was not the warmest 
January on the score sheet. The average 
temperature for the month was 16.9 de- 
grees above zero, while the average for 
January in 1931 was 22 degrees above. 

Neither did the mercury climb higher 
last month than it even before got in Jan- 
uary. The peak was 50.2 degrees, while 
in January of 1931 it rose to 55. Wind 
during last month is reported “normal”, 
which will surprise a good many people 
who thought it far below the average. 
Rainfall in January was a pitiful .04 inches, 
against 2.50 in 1935; snowfall 4 inches, 
against an average of 8.3. 

The conclusion seems to be that Jan- 
uary set no precedents in the weather line, 
save perhaps in the amount of sunshine. 
That makes the month “normal” in an- 
other respect. The written record differs 
about as often and as widely as usual from 
the impressions and recollections upon 
which most people rely in respect to the 


weather. It shows that last January was . 


not the warmest on record, nor the calm- 
est, nor the freest from cold snaps. Who 
did not suppose that it set new marks in 
one or all these points ?, 

Canada is, now the third-ranking trad- 
ing nation. Our exports last year were ex- 
ceeded only by those of Great Britain and 
the United States. In each case of course 
war equipment and supplies made up a 
large part of the total. Even so, it is still 
more remarkable that Britain should have 
been able to ship out such a huge volume 
of goods than that Canada should come 
third from the top of’ the list.

Moscow Plans 


Editor, Bulletin: Re. your re- 
marks in a recent item on your 
editorial page you agree apparent- 
ly with Stalin's hesitancy or refusal 
in recognizing the Polish boundary 
as established previous to the in- 
famous pact between Stalin and 
Hitler in the partion of Poland in 
Sept. 193. 

But even Anthony Eden now 
admits that the Russian claim is 
preposterous, and of course Prem- 
jer Churchill is outspoken on the 
same question. 

There is a general feeling that the 
Moscow clique is looking only to 
the interests of communism in its 
dealings with all its smaller neigh- 
bors. the Teheran Conference, and 
the Atlantic Charter, notwithstand- 
ing. And here is perhaps the great- 
est danger that has appeared in 
World War No. Il. since the con- 
flict began. For if Christianity (in 
the name of which this war is 
waged) fails to make its power 
felt, or falls on its knees to plead 
for terms with Moscow communism, 
then this war is already lost, as 
well as all the other wars that Eur- 
ope has waged against paganism 
and tyranny in the past, as the 
Crusades, to save Christianity. If 


attaches itself to a party that con- 
trols a nation in wartime, Even the 
stigma which, for some unaccount- 
able reason, fastens itself to a gov- 
ernment that wins a major military 
victory might be forgotten in public 
gratitude for the very real and 
desperately needed benefits fol- 
lowing a policy which frees a 
people of private credit and money 
monopoly and extends to them the 
benefactions of social security. 

If Mr. King’s social securily pro- 
posals and economic reforms are 
translated into actual operable law 
this session, the Liberal party will 
be re-made, revivified and restored. 


Discredited 

If, on the other hand, the Liberal 
| government decides to put these 
| plans into cold storage and save 
|them up for the general election, 
when it does come, there is an 
equally good chance that the Can- 
adian Liberal party will suffer the 
fate ofthe English Liberal party 
after the last war. 

Certainly Mr, King, in that case, 
will suffer the fate of Mr. Bennett 
in 1935 when that now ennobled 
gentleman came out belatedly with 
a policy of reform that no one in 
his right senses could believe. 

The mere fact of putting certain 
proposals into a throne speech does 
not give the party that so introduces 
them any proprietary rights over 
them. 

All the Canadian political parties 
are fairly scrambling, or pretend- 
ing, to give the Canadian people 
various types of social security and 
economic reform. 

The Liberal party, right now, has 
the inestimable advantage of beihg 
in a position to make those offers 
real and to increase its prestige 
enormously. 

To fail to do so will be party 
suicide. 

Mr. King was given a mandate 
in 1940 to enact certain social se- 
curity measures and to make the 
creation of credit and currency a 
purely governmental affair, Instead, 
he has turned loose in the finance 
department a man who, in financial 
matters, is the worst reactionary 
who ever held that post. 

This, then, is Mr. King’s last 
chance. If social security and eco- 
nomic reform fail to materialize this 
session, Mr. King will inevitably go 
down when the appeal to the people

State Must Create Currency, Credit 


The Liberal Advocate 

Prime Minister King announced 
in Parliament, “Once a@ nation parts 
with the control of its currency and 
credit, it matters not who makes 
the nation’s laws, Until the contro! 
of the issue of currency and credit 
is restored to the Government and 
recognized as its most conspicuous 
and sacred responsibility, all talk 
of the sovereignty of parliament 
and of democracy is idle and 
futile.” 

Just a few days ago the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury came out 
publicly and denounced our pres- 
ent system whereby the nation’s 
credit is controlled by private 


interests, by saying “Money or 
credit which does duty for money, 
has become in effect @ monopoly, 
since the amalgamation which left 
Britain with five main banks. It 
seems to be a primary political 
principle that wherever you have 
something which is universally 
needed, which is governed as a 
monopoly, that monopoly should be 
taken over by the State, The banks 
should be limited in their lending 
power to the amount deposited by 
their creditors, while the issue of 
new credit should be the function 
of public authority.” 


Canada is a democracy—and if 
democracy is to survive we must 


cast overboard that which has been 
challenging the very principles of 
such a state. And the most out- 
standing obstacle to the functions 
ing of the Anglo-American concep- 
tion of what democracy means, has 
been the hook-up with internation- 
al finance, whereby we operate on 
an obsolete money system, which 
is the relic of medieval times, a 
system that has been responsible 
for more wars and privation than 
any one agency. As Thurman W, 


Arnold, United States Assistant 
Attorney-General, has put it, 
“Some good will come out of this 


war if we can blast the theory of 
scarcity out of our economy.”

Says Absentee 
Mothers Cause 
Of Delinquency 


VICTORIA, Feb. q — (CP) — 
Women with children under 16 
should be kept at home to raise 
their families, Mrs. Tillie J. Rol- 
ston (C.C.—Vancouver Point 
Grey) said in the British Colum- 
bia legislature yesterday while 
speaking in the Throne Speech 
debate. 

She contended the absentee 
mother problem already has pro- 
duced the “most critical juvenile 
delinquency situation in our entire 
history and the situation becomes 


more acute every day as more and | 


more mothers swap aprons for 


overalls.” 


THOUSANDS NEGLECTED 

“We have thousands of underfed 
neglected children who are key 
carriers while mother wields a blow 
torch,” Mrs. Rolston went on. 


“Juvenile delinquents are learn- 
ing every form of vice and crime. 
While we are fighting internat- 
ional gangsters, we are breeding 
in our own midst countless young 
gangsters who might have been 
useful citizens if their mothers 
had not put activities outside the 
home ahead of their duty to their 
children and society.” 

The Conservative coalition mem- 
ber said some nurseries established 
for war industries should be con- 
tinued as part of the educational 
system but mothers of young chil- 
dren should stay at home to take 
care of them.

EFORE me as I write is the picture of two crucified Chinamen, 
crucified for their crimes. Now Jesus Christ, according to his own 
testimony, came into this world to die between two such criminals, |

But the average man is moved less by the story of that Divine 
dying than by the sight of any cruicified mortal. As one well known 
in the literary world today boldly admitted: “Well, I think I accept 
the facts of the New Testament as true, and believe all the facts of 
the life, teaching and death of Christ; but they have no more effect 


on me than a fairy tale. A striking

Was it necessary for Jesus to shed His blood for the forgiveness of 


sins?

He 
sees crystal clear that “without shedding of blood is no remission.” 

We may support the Red Cross, admire a white cross, or even wear 
a gold cross about our necks, all with no more effect than if we be- 
held a crucified Chinaman. The God-man Who once shed His blood 
is alive today to reveal to sinful and tear-blinded eyes the meaning 
and majesty of His death. The dying thief discovered the power of 
that cross next to his, and in one moment was made ready for 
Paradise—without baptism, without good works, without turning over 
a new leaf.

No Buildings Left 
Cassino Described by Yank 
As “Worst Beat-Up Town” 


By HAL BOYLE 
AT THE EDGE OF CASSINO, Italy, Feb. 5.—(AP)— 
A 21-year-old captain whose men had cracked through to 
Cassino after capturing fortified Italian barracks north of the 
town lay in a gulley 300 yards from the town yesterday try- 
ing to knock out a German tank 600 yards away With a 37-

millimetre gun. 


The tank blasted back with its 
heavy 77-millimetre muzzle and 
cracked the corner off a moun- 
tain above the heads of the men. 
“We are drawing more fire than 
the centre of the town is,” said} 
Capt. Wayne Frazier, Jamestown, 
N.Y. 

“We have got a good toehold on 
that town now with our men in 
buildings and controlling some 


streets,” he said, “and the only 
way they could get us out now is 
to throw the whole German army 
at us. We probably have got as 
many tanks in there as they have. 
We located three of their tanks 
with about 40 Jerries around them 
and are working them over now. 


TANK STILL BURNS 

As Frazier talked, a United States 
Sherman tank knocked out Thurs- 
day still burned fiercely only a 
few yards up the road and shells 
landed with shattering power in 
the southern part of the town 
where the Nazis still are trying to 
hold out in heavily-armed under- 
ground pillboxes. 

Sot, Bud Van Steenberger of 
Sheldon, lowa, said Cassino “is 
the worst beat-up town we ever 
fought through, It is worse than 
anything we saw in Africa. There 
isn’t a whole building left in the 
place.” 

“Our tanks have got all of the 
approaches covered now and we 
are in good shape,” Frazier said,

drafted players. 

Making his proposal to the 
minors’ planning committee, be- 
spectacled, white-haired Graham 


emphasized the case of Ed Carnett, 


the Seattle outfielder who recently | 


was drafted by the Chicago White 
Sox. 


SUBJECT TO DRAFT 

RAHAM said; “Carnett, form- 

erly a southpaw pitcher, was 
converted Into an outfielder, and 
during the 1943 season he _ blos- 
somed out as one of the best out- 
fielders in the coast league. Un- 
fortunately Seattle was unable to 
make a reasonable deal for Carnett 
hefore the Sept. 10th deadline; so 
he became subject to the draft. 
The White Sox got him for the 
$7,500 draft price—a player that's 
worth about $25,000.”

MOST IMPORTANT 

Third, and most important of 


all, the present Argentine govern- 
ment learned that no nation of the 
|New World can for long success- 
fully withstand the concerted force 
of public opinion in all of the other 
republics. This was finally made | 
overwhelmingly clear to the Argen- 
tine dictatorship when the other | 
American governments unanimous- 
ly refused to recognize the govern- 
ment in Bolivia which had come 
into power through a revolution 
assisted and abetted by various 
Argentine officials. 

The immediate results of the 
step now taken are, from a mili- 
tary standpoint, of great practical 
value. If the Argentine govern- 
ment follows up the declaration 
of the rupture of relations with 
the Axis with effective measures 
of control over subversive activi- 
ties, and clans up the nest of 
German espionage agents which 
has for so long infected Argen- 
| tine territory, the greatest men- 
ace which the other American 
governments were confronting in 
the Western Hemisphere will 
have been eliminated. 

If this is done one can better | 
overlook the transparent hypocrisy | 
of the official surpise of the Argen- 
tine government upon discovering 
that Axis spies were freely operat- 
ing within the Argentine Republic. | 
For it has not been forgotten that 
the German naval attache in} 
Buenos Aires had already been | 
handed his passports for notorious- 
ly engaging in subversive activities | 
against the United Nations. Nor 
has it been forgotten that when an 
offical of the United States govern- 
ment a year and a half ago ob- 
served temperately and objectively 
in a public address that these Axis 
activities on Argentine soil had | 
cost the lives of many nationals of 
the other American republics, and 
had resulted in the loss of many 
United Nations ships, his remarks 
were termed by the Argentine gov- 
ernment “crude and insulting”,

Bulgaria, Rumania and Hungary. 
Communications with Germany and 
Japan also have been cut. 

At the same time the Danish le- 
gation here announced it had sev- 
ered all connections with the pres- 
ent Danish government because it 
was under Nazi domination and 
King Christian X was a virtual 
prisoner.

Cost-of-Living 
Index Again 
Shows Decline 


OTTAWA, Feb, 5.—-(CP)—The 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
reported yesterday the officiel 
cost-of-living index declined from 
119.3 at Dec, 1 to 119.0 at Jan. 3, 


making the tote! wartime in- 
crease 18.1 per cent. 
The index was at 117.1 on the 


corresponding date last year. 

“Group indexes for foods and 
home-furnishings and services were 
lower than in the previous month, 
while those for fuel and lighting 
and miscellaneous items advanc- 
ed,” the bureau said. 


FOOD INDEX FALLS 


“The food index fell from 132.7 
for December to 131.5 for January 
as sharp declines in egg prices 
outweighed scattered increases for 
butter, meats and fresh vegetables.

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Speaker Urges 
Co-Operation in 
House Problem 


At a meeting of the Landlords’ 
Protective Association on Friday, 
A. L. Marks, Edmonton barrister, 
explained that co-operation of 
landlords and tenants is the only 
real solution to the acute housing 
situation here. He said that gov- 
ernment rental contro! cannot 
cope as efficiently with the situa- 
tion. 


Present regulations will destroy 
any government in the Dominion, 
if. allowed to continue as they are, 
the speaker said. 

“While our soldiers are fighting 
to preserve our homes, rental con- 
trol ‘tear gas’ is destroying them,” 
he said. He suggested recommend- 
ations to the landlords, and urged 
that the association draw up reso- 
lutions with reference to these 
recommendations. 

First, it was resolved to ask the 
government to keep its hands off 
homes, “except to assist in co-or- 
dinating the efforts of voluntary 
committees who would take the re- 
sponsibility of solving the rental 
problem in a particular district.” 

With regard to all other housing 
but homes, it was urged that every 
lease be stbject to having the 
rentals fixed by arbitrators of the 
landlord and tenant if they cannot 
come to an agreement, 


SENT RESOLUTION 

At the last meeting of the organ- 
ization, a resolution was forward- 
ed to the Hon. James A. MacKin- 
non, minister of trade and com- 
merce. The resolution summed up 
grievances and urged greater un- 
derstanding between landlords and 
tenants. Chairman of the group, 
Mrs. E. Rogers, read a letter in 
reply to the resolution, from Mr. 
MacKinnon. It read, “I quite agree 
that some of the present regulations 
may be adversely affecting the 
rental situation, and I shall be glad 
to have a word with my colleague, 
under whose department the matter 
comes.”

Baby

The sugar portion of any formula , 


is an important part of it. Yet, re- 
peatedly, mothers write me, des- 


cribing the fomulas used by their | 


babies and complaining that the 
babies can’t sleep or are terribly 
constipated or just aren't satisfied 
after a meal. 

In countless cases the factor 
that is different in the proportion 
of sugar in the formula. It is al- 
togther lacking or it is provided 
in too limited amounts. 

Formulas of cows milk are in- 
tended to be imitative of breast 
milk, the baby’s natural food. The 
ingredients of both breast and cows 
milk are the same but their pro- 
portions are different. The baby 

seems to need more sugar, the 
small calf needs more protein to 
provide material for his speedier 
growth, 

The usual amount of sugar 
added to a formula is in the pro- 


portion of one ounce of sugar for 
each ten pounds of baby. As the 
sugar is diminished beginning at 
about 9 months, this proportion 
does not remain constant, It is 
increased up to about 4 table- 
spoons of corn sirup or double 
that amount of the dry malt 
sugars. Then it remains at that 
level and when baby is nine 
months it is decreased again so 
that at one year, or even as early 


| as 10 months, there is no longer 


any sugar in the formula, 


The mother has to determine 
whether the amount of sugar called 
for is advisable for her baby. She 
can decide this by noting the way 
in which the baby reacts to it. If 
there is too much sugar the baby 
may have loose stools; he may be 
indifferent to his feeding, sugar 
being so satisfying to him, or his 
stools may be frothy and fermented 
because of the excess of sugar. 

The opposite is true of the baby 
whose formula is lacking in suffi- 
cient sugar. Even a large amount 
of milk does not seem to satisfy 
him, the stools may be hard and 
dry and the b-by’s fretfulness in- 
dicates his desire for more of | 
“something,” that something prob- 
ably being the sugar element. |

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Note Improvement 
In Cattle Marts 


OTTAWA, Feb. 5—(CP)—The 
agriculture department said yester- 
day some improvement was noted 
in the cattle market this week, with 
better prices for cows and heifers. 


Beef continued to move slowly 
and steer offerings were no better 
than steady, with some sales slight- 
ly lower. The calf market was mix- 
ed. Hogs showed no change but 
lambs were hard to sell. 

Cows and bulls advanced 25 to 
50 cents at Toronto. Weighty 
steers were quoted up to $12.75, 
with strictly ¢hoice at $13 and 
butchers up to $12, The closing 
top on butcher cows was $8.75, 


Cattle marketings were moderate 
and orderly in the west but suf- 
ficient to satisfy the needs of the 
trade.. Prices held barely steady 
and Winnipeg sold , the better 
grades of steers at $11.25 to $12, 
but lower grades were under pres- 
sure. At Calgary the best of the 
steers were purchased at $11.25 to 
$11.75, at Edmonton from $10.50 to 
$12, Prince Albert $10.50 to $10.75, 
Moose Jaw up tp $11.25, Regina 
$11.75, Saskatoon $11, and Van- 
couver $11.60.

Baby Chick Sales 
Establish Records 


Sales of baby chicks in Alberta 
broke all records last year at 5,133.- 
204 from ‘commercial hatcheries, 
according to A, F. Darnell, senior 
dominion poultry products inspec- 
ior in Edmonton, under whom in- 
spection of hatchéries is directed. 
The total does not include figures 
for privately operated incubators. 

And 1944 bids ‘air to eclipse 1943 
for at this date a check-up of sev- 
eral hatcheries reveals several 
booked almost solidly to mid-June. 
As several have added new equip- 
ment the greater capacity indicates 
more than 4,000,000 may be sold 
from Alberta plants besides im- 
ports, 

All hatcheries are licensed by the 
province, must be approved and 
come under dominion inspection 
from February to August for sani- 
tation and disease prevention. Last 
year 21 breeder hatcheries which 
sell some chicks besides filling 
their own needs, and 20 commercial 
hatcheries operated. This year will 
see more, 

All hatching eggs set by commer- 
cial hatcheries must be purchased 
from approved flocks.

Following a stroke which has 
left one side of the body paralyzed, 
the thing the patient is most inter- 
ested in is how fast the paralysis is 
going to disappear. 

It is often difficult to give a 
definite answer in these circum. 
stances. Usually, after a few days 
or weeks, the leg on the affected 
side becomes movable, the patient 
finding the power of movement is 
returning, although the leg may not 
be as strong as it used to be. The 
arm may recover much more slow- 
ly and remain partially paralyzed. 
As a general rule, the patient finds 
that the power of walking will 
come back, but that the arm will 
stay weaker than the leg. 

The stricken person should be 
kept warm and no food of any kind 
should be given for some time. If 
no food is given to the patient he 
will stand a better chance of re- 
covery, This fast should be con- 
tinued for at least five days; and 
if the blood pressure stays high, 
it may be kept up even lohger. 1 
suggest that the patient be given 
distilled water to drink. 

Every morsel of food 
this time will interfere with re- 
covery and the patient must be 
particularly careful to avoid diet- 
etic indiscretions. If the patient has 
been accustomed to eating every- 
thing and apything, this may be 
a hard rule to enforce, but a great 
deal of good will come from its 
observance, 

I believe that a fast of a weck or 
two at the beginning will do more 
good than any other measure which 
may be tried. A fast on grape- 
fruit juice or tomato juice seems to 
be especially beneficial in reducing 
the blood pressure when this is too 
high and either of these may be 
used along with the distilled water 
at the start, 

After the attack the patient 
should be kept as quiet as possible, 
Rest in bed is advisable. When the 
paralytic effect of the stroke clears 
up quickly, the patient may see no 
reason why he should rest but I 
assure you that rest is the best 
thing for him. Excitement should 
be avoided and all problems which 
might produce anxiety and worry 
should not be discussed before him. 

The most important preventive 
measure in those known to have 
high blood pressure and arterial 
hardening, is moderation in all 
things. Too much exercise, too 
much excitement, too much to eat, 
too much worry, any of these may 
be the event which set off a stroke. 

Once a stroke has occurved the 
patient should be doubly careful 
but if he is willing to take care of 
himself there is a good chance of 
avoiding another.

Fighters As Bomber Escort 


By Maj. A. P. de Seversky 


American fighter planes, which are now being used ex- 
tensively to escort bombers on strategic missions, have not 
been designed for that purpose. Their use in shielding bomb- 
ers therefore becomes a most complex procedure, the success 
of which once more attests the ingenuity, resourcefulness and 


skill of our personnel in theatres of action. 
time, of 


This is not the first 


course, that mistaken military 
ideas of swivel-chair strategists 
have been corrected, in part at 


least, by the quick thinking and 
inventive talents of our combat 
personnel, The installation of the 
“stinger” or tail 
gun in the Flying 
Fortress, without 
which that bomb- 
er was helpless 
against attack 
from the rear: 
conversion of 
fighters into 
fighter - bombers 
by adding bomb- 
racks in the field 
of operations; the 
extension of the 
range of our 
fighters by extra droppable gas 
taunks—these are only a few other 
examples of combat improvisation 
to moke up for erroneous original 
military concepts. 

The fact that the fighters used 
for escort duty with bombers were 
neyer intended for such jobs forces 
our men to devise elaborate make- 
shift tactics. How elaborate was 
admitted recently by a War De- 
partment press release describing 
the procedure. 


COMPLEX SYSTEM 

“Long range fighter flying em- 
ploys a complex system featuring 
precision timing. .. . To escort long 
range bombers to and from such 
targets,” the official release de- 
clared, “often requires up to six 
or eight separate fighter missions. 
‘The United States Army Eighth 
Air Force uses the British Spitfire 
for short range escort and the P-47 
Thunderbolt, P-38 Lightning, and 
the P-51 Mustang for deeper pene- 
tration. ... An attack on a target 
500 miles from English fighter 
bases would require at least four 
scparate fighter escorts.” 

From the above it is clear that 
mighly ingenious arrangements are 
needed, and success is dependent 
on extreme precision in timing.

Forces Can Cut 
Timber For Fuel 


The Canadian armed services 
have been given permission to cut 
timber in Alberta for fuel purposes, 
it was learned in Edmonton Satur- 
day. 

Representations have been 
made to the provincial lands and 
mines department by the Dom- 
inion department of national de- 
fence, asking for such permission, 
and it was granted by order-in- 
council. 

“Great difficulty was experienced 
in the past winter in obtaining coal 
for the. requirements of the army, 
owing to the coal shortage, and it 
is anticipated \that even greater 
difficulty may be encountered this 
winter,” it was stated. 

The permits to cut timber on 
provincial lands are to be issued 
free of duties or fees, and are re- 
newable yearly. They will not be 
given unless applied for by an 
officer in charge of a military unit 
in the province. 


Cruiser Hit Hard 
By Scharnhorst 


A BRITISH NORTHERN NAVAL 
BASE, Feb, 5.—(CP)—The Cruiser 
Norfolk was the first to sight the 
German battleship Scharnhorst, 
first to hit her and first British 
vessel to be hit, taking two 11-inch 
shells in the running battle off | 
Norway Dec. 26 in which | 


the | 
Scharnhorst was sunk, it was dis- | 
closed yesterday. 

The Norfolk was able to con- 
tinue in the fight mainly through 
exceptional effort by her damage 
control personnel. Many of her 
crew were killed, but others 
brought fires under control and | 
kept the cruiser in the battle | 
after examination showed noth- 
ing wrong with the ship's mach- 
inery. 

This was the first disclosure that | 
9,950-ton Norfolk had been | 
struck by 11-inch shells, biggest of 


proper types of convoy fighters 
That need was sufficiently evident 
even in the previous World War. I 
draw on my own experience only 
hecause I know it best. Back in 
1917, when I headed the Fighter 
Command in the Baltic Sea for 
Russia, my fighter group was called 
upon to protect bombers in their 
expeditions against German coastal 
fortifications. The absurdity of our 
situation was that our pursuits 
were able to cover the bombers 
over friendly territory, but ran out 
of vange precisely where they were 
most needed, over enemy territory. 
They had to return to their bases, 
refuel and rise gain, only to meet 
the remnants of the bombing force 
on their way home. That left no 
doubt of the urgent necessity to 
build special convoy combat 
planes 

Such experience was reinforc- 
ed by military aviation develop- 
ments in China and in the Span- 
ish Civil War, It became appar- 
ent that escorts would have to be 
especially designed for that par- 
ticular job. Not only would they 
need range equal to that of 
bombers, but their firepower 
must be designed and disposed 
for the most effective protection 
of the escorted bomber. In ef- 
fect, the convoying fighter is just 
additional firepower, detached 
from the bomber and highly man- 
oeuverable; it acts as if the num- 
ber of turrets on the bomber had 
been increased and the firing 
range of its guns extended. 

The present single-seater fighter 
is extremely ill-suited for convoy 
service, Because its gans are fixed 
and fire only forward, it often must 
turn away from the bomber in order 
to fight it out with attacking planes, 
In actual combat it thus may find 
itself travelling in the opposite 
direction from the bomber. A 
fighter moving at seven miles a 
minute and a bomber heading in 
the opposite direction at four miles 
a minute find themselves cleven 
miles apart in one minute of com- 
bat! Eenjoying an excess speed of 
only three miles a minute, it will 
take the fighter fully four minutes 
to get back into its protective posi- 
tion even after only one minute of 
air duelling. No more telling ex- 
ample of the inadequacy of the

SPEED UP 

Development of a true 
fighter should therefore be speeded 
up. Those who urged this five and 
six years ago were not only over- 
ruled but ridiculed) That serious 
error of judgment has come home 
to roost, But the embarrassment 
of conceding the error should not 
be made an excuse for further de- 
lay When we have polished oft 
the German targets. there will still 
be Japanese strongholds to be re- 
duced by strategic bombing, and 
every day saved in obtaining proper 
tighter convoy means American 
lives and planes saved.
